Miss  Conrad,  who  lives  on  a  farm  in  Buchanan  County,  has  had  9  years’ 
experience  as  a  memher  and  leader  of  4-H  cluhs,  having  completed  projects  in 
hot  lunch,  meal  preparation,  clothing,  improvement  of  the  home,  home  grounds, 
canning,  potato  growing,  and  wildlife  conservation. 

She  has  attended  her  county  4-H  cluh  camp  8  years  and  has  served 
repeatedly  as  the  camp  leader  in  games  and  songs.  She  represented  her 
county  at  the  State  Round-Up  in  1934,  and  has  twice  represented  Missouri 
at  the  National  4-H  Cluh  Congress  at  Chicago.  She  was  cited  as  the  most 
outstanding  girl  in  4-H  cluh  work  in  the  State  in  1936.  She  has  won 
recognition  in  wildlife  conservation  work  hy  collecting,  mounting,  identi¬ 
fying,  and  exhibiting  more  than  100  species  of  Missoxiri  wild  flowers. 

Lila  has  filled  the  office  of  local  leader,  secretary,  reporter, 
vice  president,  president,  song  and  game  leader. 


Mr.  Edmondson,  lives  on  Rural  Route  10  out  of  Springfield.  He  has 
completed  18  cluh  projects  in  the  8  years  he  has  heen  a  cluh  memher.  He 
has  also  organized  and  led  three  cluhs.  He  has  worked  in  the  following 
cluhs:  Market,  pig,  hahy  heef,  farm  record  keeping,  hred  gilt,  cow  and 

calf,  poultry,  potato,  and  meal  preparation.  He  has  heen  a  memher  of  cluh 
and  county  judging  and  demonstration  teams  and  has  won  many  honors.  He 
has  participated  in  the  State  Round-Up  and  has  exhibited  at  the  State  fair 
with  credit  to  himself  and  his  community. 

Joe  has  helped  many  younger  hoys  in  his  own  community  and  in  other 
communities  in  his  county. 

He  has  represented  his  cluh  at  the  State  fair,  State  forest  camp, 
and  National  Dairy  Congress,  and  has  filled  the  offices  of  local  leader, 
secretary,  reporter,  president,  song  and  game  leader.

Mr.  Milne,  of  Holt  County,  has  had  10  years  of  4-H  club  work  includ¬ 
ing  3  years  of  service. as  a  leader.  His  work  has  been  specialized  along 
the  lines  of  corn  and  pork  production,  and  in  this  work  he  has  won  many 
honors  for  himself  and  his  county.
